E  T  me  appeal  to  the  inward  fenfe  of  every 
one,  who  hears  me,  for  the  truth  of  the 
Royal  Pfalmifts  obfervation !  Your  own 
confcious  reflections  bear  ample  teftimony  to  the 
bleflings  of  mercy  and  benevolence ! 


Did  any  man  ever  yet  conjider  the  poor  and  needy , 
to  ajjijl  and  relieve  their  miferies,  without  feeling 
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an  immediate  recompence  in  the  pleafure  of  an 
eafy  and  fatisfied  mind  ?  Did  any  man  ever  yet  de¬ 
liver  him  that  was  ready  to  perifhy  or  caufe  the 
widows  heart  to  Jing  for  joy ,  without  largely  parti¬ 
cipating  of  the  joys,  which  his  foftned  heart  had 
bellowed  ? 

Go  on  then,  my  brethren,  to  confider  (as  you 
do)  with  attention,  wifdom  and  compaffion  the 
wants  of  the  poor,  the^fick  and  the  needy,  and 
the  Lord  will  deliver  you  in  the  day  of  trouble ;  he 
will  frengthen  you  upon  the  bed  of  la?iguijhingy  and 
?nake  all  your  bed  in  your  fcknefs .  Go  on,  my 
brethren,  as  you  have  opportunity ,  to  do  good  unto 
all  men ;  hide  not  yourfelves  from  your  own  flejh  ; 
yield  chearfully  to  the  benevolent  impulfes  of  hu¬ 
manity — and  fo  (hall  you  never  want  a  fympathi- 
(ing  friend,  when  in  the  bitternefs  of  your  fouls 
you  call  aloud  for  comfort  and  affiftance ;  fo  (hall 
you  lay  up  for  yourfelves  a  good  foundation  of  hope 
againft  that  great  and  terrible  day,  when  the  Son 
of  Man  (hall  come  to  judge  the  world  in  righte- 
oufnefs ! 

Lo !  thus  (hall  the  man  be  bleffed,  who,  from  an 
unaffe&ed  principle  of  duty  to  his  God,  and  of  love

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to  his  fellow  creatures*  confidereth  the  poor  and 
needy ;  he  cannot  but  be  bleffed  in  the  great 
event  of  things^  For  he  piirfues  the  inftru&ions, 
Written  by  the  finger  of  his  great  Creator  himfelf 
Upon  his  confiitutional  inflinCls  and  qffeCtions ;  he 
follows  the  dictates  of  that  reafon *  which  was 
originally  ordained  to  be  a  light  to  lighten  his 
paths ;  he  labours  to  be  perfe£t,  as  his  Father f 
who  is  in  heaven,  is  perfect ;  he  imitates  the  ex¬ 
ample  of  the  Son  of  God,  who  came  to  feek  and  to 
ffave  what  was  loft ,  and  (during  his  abode  upon 
earth)  went  about  doing  good ,  and  curing  all  man - 
ner  of  fickneffes  and  infirmities ;  he  manifefts  the 
influence,  and  fruits,  of  the  Holy  Spirit  by  being 
tooted  and  grounded  in  love ;  he  obeys  the  reite¬ 
rated  precepts  of  that  moft  pure  and  un defiled  reli¬ 
gion ,  which  charges  thofe,  who  are  rich  in  the 
world,  to  be  rich  alfo  in  good  works,  ready  td 
diftribute  and  willing  to  communicate ;  and,  in 
the  laft  place,  by  doing  every  thing  in  his  power 
to  advance  both  the  general  and  particular  happi- 
nefs,  he  fulfils  his  duty  to  his  country,  and  pro¬ 
motes  the  great  and  important  ends  of  fiocial  union 
and  confederacy. 

But  it  is  not  my  defign  to  engage  the  attention* 
Which  (I  perceive  with  pleafure)  you  are  not  un- 
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willing  to  lend  me  upon  the  prefent  folemnity,  in- 
proving  to  you  either  the  nece[]ity>  or  the  utility  of 
a  diffulive  and  univerfal  benevolence.  The  fub- 
jeCt,  I  thank  God,  is  throughly,  is  pradlically,  un¬ 
de  rftood  by  you ;  and  to  be  a  man  and  to  be  mife - 
ruble  is  fufficient  to  open  your  bowels  of  compaf- 
fion,  and  to  call  forth  your  tendered:  confideration, 
how  you  may  effectually  relieve  his  diftreffes,  and 
alleviate  the  burthen,  under  which  you  fee  him 
ready  to  perifli.  Superior,  in  this  inftance  at  lead:, 
to  the  ufual  weakneffes  and  imperfections  of  the 
human  nature,  your  fun  rifes,  and  your  rains  de- 
fcend  upon  the  kicked  as  well  as  the  righteous upcm 
enemies  as  well  as  friends ;  and  you  have  magnani¬ 
mity  enough  to  do  the  thing  that  is  right,  and  to 
feel  the  godlike  pleafure  of  communicating  hap- 
pinefs,  even  though  you  may  have  reafon  to  think 
that  your  goodnefs  will  be  abufed,  and  your  mercy 
become  the  portion  of  the  ungrateful. 

The  point,  therefore,  to  be  principally  attended 
to  by  the  chriftian  orator,  at  prefent,  is,  not  fo 
much  to  find  arguments  to  excite  a  fpirit  of  charity 
amongd:  you,  as  to  give  a  right  direction  to  the 
fpirit  already  excited,  by  fhewing  you,  how  it 
may  bed  contribute  to  the  foie  end,  which  it  aims

at,  namely,  the  eafe9  health ,  welfare,  and  great  eft  good 
of  the  human  Jpecies . 

Here  then  (without  entering  into  an  invidious 
comparifon  between  the  relative  merit  of  the 
various  charitable  inditutions,  which  are  the 
glory,  ornament,  and  fecurity  perhaps  of  thefe 
protedant  cities )  here  you  will  permit  me  to 
lay ;  that  whether  you  conlider  the  malignant  na¬ 
ture  of  the  evil  intended  to  be  relieved,  or  the 
weight  of  mifery  under  which  the  fullering  indivi- 
dual  labours,  or  the  quantity  of  good  produced  to 
your  country ,,  you  will  not  ealily  find  an  inftitu- 
tion  better  deferving  your  preference,  than  that 
double  labour  of  love ,  whofe  nature  I  am  now 
called  upon  to  explain,  and  whofe  fupport  I 
heartily  recommend  to  your  mod  liberal  encou¬ 
ragement. 

Amidd  that  hod  of  didempers,  which  dand 
always  ready  to  invade  the  human  condi tution, 
there  is  one  of  a  peculiar  dercenels,  virulence  and 
feverity.  Before  it  march  Dif quietude.  Anxiety  and 
Terror. —  Its  weapons  are  Inflammations ,  Putrifying 
Sores  and  Rottennefs. —  Behind  it  follow  Languor , 
Lamenefs ,  Deformity  and  Blindnefs .  Its  attacks  are 
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fudden,  violent  and  alrnoft  inevitable.  It  fpares 
neither  the  infant  in  the  cradle,  nor  the  pregnant 
matron.  Neither  the  bloom  of  youth,  nor  the 
vigour  of  manhood,  nor  the  feeblenefs  of  old  age 
can  efcape  its  malignant  venom.  Of  all  who  are 
born  into  the  world  a  fourteenth  party  of  all  who 
are  actually  feized  by  this  deftrudtive  diftemper 
more  than  a  feventh  party  are  fuppofed  to  fall 
victims  to  its  unrelenting  fury. 1  Alas  thou 
fword  of  Mohammed  !  fmall  has  been  the  ha- 
vock,  which  thy  cruel  edge  has  made  amongft  the 
human  fpecies,  in  companion  of  the  wide-fpread- 
ing  ruin  and  devastation,  which  thou  haft  occa-* 
ftoned  by  opening  the  gates  of  Europe  for  the  ad-* 
million  of  this  loathfome  monfter ! 4

1  By  tables,  formed  From  a  careful  furvey  of  the  bills  of  mortality,  it 
appears,  that  upwards  of  feven  per  cent,  or  fomewhat  more  than  a 
fourteenth  part  of  mankind,  die  of  the  fmall-pox  ;  and  confequently, 
that  the  hazard  of  dying  of  that  diftemper,  to  every  individual  born 
into  the  world,  is,  at  leaft,  that  of  one  in  fourteen  :  and  that  this  hazard 
encreafes  after  the  birth,  as  the  child  advances  in  age. — It  appears  al fo 
from  the  fame  tables,  that  of  perfons  of  all  ages,  taken  ill  of  the  fmall- 
pox,  there  will  die  of  that  diftemper  one  in  five  or  fix,  or  two  in  eleven*

z  The  fmall-pox  was  a  ftranger  in  medicine,  until  the  time  that  the 
-Arabians,  or  Saracens ,  fettled  in  Egypt,  which  was  foon  after  Mahomet’s 
death.  As  this  people,  in  lefs  than  thirty  years,  did  vaftly  propagate  their 
-religion  and  empire  ;  fo  they  did  the  fmall-pox  in  a  Ihort  time,  and 
might  introduce  it  into  Europe  by  way  of  Spain,  where  they  fettled  pow¬ 
erful 
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See  that  multitude  of  indujlrioiis  poor  thronging 
in  every  quarter  of  this  immenfe  theatre  of  com¬ 
merce,  bufinefs  and  addon !  See  them  diftributing 
themfelves  through  all  the  laborious  offices  of  fo- 
ciety !  They  are  become  members  of  our  houfe- 
holds  as  fervants ;  they  minifter  to  us  in  all  the 
neceffaries  of  life  ;  they  furnifh  us  with  all  the 
conveniencies  of  it.  Health,  flrength,  fpirits,  and 
the  expedation  of  a  comfortable  fubliftence  for 
themfelves  and  their  families,  are  the  fupport,  en- 
encouragement  and  reward  of  their  fatigues. 

But  how  fuddenly  are  they  changed,  and  all 
their  hopes  perifhed  at  once  !  the  arrows  of 
the  enemy  flick  fall  in  them,  and  his  hand 
preffeth  them  fore.  The  whole  head  is  lick  and 
the  heart  faint ;  the  fymptoms  of  the  fmall-pox 
appear,  and,  immediately,  their  lovers  and  their 
friends  fland  afar  off j  their  acquaintance  hide 
themfelves  from  the  approaching  contagion,  and, 
in  a  moment  as  it  were,  they  are  become  the  ob- 
jeds  of  general  terror  and  affright.

erful  colonies.  Dr.  Douglas's  practical  eJJ'ay  upon  the  fmall-pox ,  p.  10. 
The  Europeans  firft  introduced  the  fmall-pox  into  America ,  where  the 
havock,  it  makes  amongft  the  natives,  has  been  fometimes  obferved  to  be 
equal  to  that  of  the  plague  amongft  us.  In  the  Levant  and  Barbary ,  it 
has  been  remarked,  that  it  generally  carries  off  a  third  part  of  all  who 
are  feized  with  it. 
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In  this  miferable  fituation,  furrounded  with  p re* 
fent,  and  alarmed  at  the  apprehenfion  of  encrealing, 
evils,  whither  fhall  thele  abandoned  fens  of  af- 
flidtion  fly  for  relief  ?  where  fhall  they  find  afiift- 
ance  to  calm  their  anguifhed  minds,  to  aflfwage 
their  corroding  pains,  and  to  pour  oil  and  wine 
into  their  fores  ?  to  them  the  common  recepta¬ 
cles  of  wretchednefs  are  all  prudentially  clofed ; 
to  their  loudeft  knockings  the  eftablifhed  hofpitals 
(conformably  to  their  rules)  are  all  filent. 

Behold  a  fandtuary  prepared  to  receive  thefe  fad 
outcafts  of  fociety  !  upon  the  flighted;  recommen¬ 
dation,  your  falut ary  manjion ,  my  brethren,  throws 
open  its  friendly  doors  for  their  admiflion.  There 
may  they  boldly  enter  without  apprehenfion  of 

any  other  repulfe,  than  what  they  may,  perhaps, 
meet  with  from  mere  want  of  room  to  receive 
them  ;  there,  through  all  the  varied  flages  of  their 
direful  malady,  may  they  be  fure  to  find  every 
help,  which  the  fkill  of  the  phyfician,  the  power 
of  medicine,  the  watchfulnefs  of  nurfes,  the  fitnefs 
of  diet,  and  a  purified  air  can  procure  for  them.3

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Bat  neither  the  Hull  of  the  phyftcian,  nor  the 
power  of  medicine,  nor  the  vigilance  of  nurfing* 
nor  the  propriety  of  diet,  nor  the  purity  of  a 
gently-changing  air  can  avail.  —  The  blow  was 
given  in  an  unguarded  hour;  it  fell  immediately 
upon  the  more  vital  parts ;  the  dubious  fymp- 
toms  were  wrongly  treated  at  firft ;  the  poifon 
has  had  time  to  diffufe  itfelf  through  every  fi¬ 
bre  of  the  labouring  machine,  and  nature  finks 
under  the  unequal  conflid. — -Your  regifters  will 
tell  the  reft.  Your  regifters  will  inform  you,  that 
of  thofe  perfons  who  are  admitted  into  your  hof¬ 
pital,  after  they  are  feized  with  the  fmall-pox* 
more  than  a  fourth  part  perifh  within  your  walls.4 

Unhappy  men!  had  you  been  fo  fortunate,  as 
to  have  had  recourfe  to  that  falutary  method  of 

receiving  the  infedion,  which  the  benevolent  pa*

rupted  air  for  that  which  is  frefh  and  pure,  appears  to  be  of  great  be  net 
ft  to  the  poor  patients  in  this  hofpital ;  fewer  in  proportion  having  died, 
fince  the  corrupted  air  of  thefe  fick  chambers  has  been  changed  by  this 
careful  method  of  ventilation.  See  p.  2.  of  the  preface  to  the  late  bifloop 
of  Wore  eft  er  -s  [Dr.  Maddox)  Sjrmon,  preached  before  thefe'  hofpitals:  ■ 

4  See  the  general  abflradt  from  the  regifters  of  the  hofpital  annexed  tp 
this  fermon.  If  it  be  well  conftdered,  that  moll  of  the  patients,  who  are 
received  into  the  hofpital  for  the  cure  of  the  fmall-pox  taken  in  the.na,- 
turai  way,  are-adults,  and  that  they  are  often  admitted  after  great  irre¬ 
gularities,  and  when  there  are.  hardly  any.  hdpes  remaining  of  a  cure,  it 
will  rather  be  wondered  that  fo  many  recover,  than  that  fo  many  die. 
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rent  of  mankind  (in  mercy  to  his  fuffering  crea¬ 
tures)  has  fo  providentially  difcovered  to  them ; 
you  had  not,  perhaps,  gone  down  quick  into  your 
graves  with  all  your  lins  upon  your  heads  unre¬ 
pented  of !  you  had  blunted  the  weapons  of  your 
cruel  enemy;  you  had  rendered  his  wounds  al- 
moft  innocuous,  and  had  been  (even  now)  per¬ 
haps,  thanking  and  praifing  God  with  us  for  hav¬ 
ing  reftored  you  to  yourfelves,  to  your  weeping 
families,  and  to  your  country. 

Let  no  man  be  furprifed,  or  offended,  that  I  call 
the  difcovery  of  Inoculation  the  gift  of  Gods  provi * 
dence  to  mankind .  Neither  the  fentiment,  nor  the 
language  will  appear  ftrange  to  fuch,  as  acknow¬ 
ledge  a  particular,  or  even  a  general,  providence; 
to  fuch,  as  believe,  that  God  is  the  fountain  of 
exiftence,  that  it  is  He,  who  killeth  and  maketli 
alive,  who  bringeth  down  to  the  grave  and  bring- 
eth  up,  and  that,  to  him  alone  belong  the  iffues 
from  death.. 

Was  it  human  wifdom,  which  directed  the  rude 
hand  of  the  unreflecting  and  artkfs  eaflern-man 
(whether  Tartar ,  Chinefe ,  Indian ,  Arab ,  or  Cir- 
caj/tan)  to  this  aftonilhing  invention  ?  Was  it  hu¬ 
man 
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man  forefight ,  which  firft  infpired  the  indolent 
.AJiatick  with  the  thought  of  feeking  for  a  remedy 
againft  the  fatal  fymptoms  of  the  fmall-pox  from 
the  fmall-pox  itfelf  ?  of  fearching  for  Iweet  water 
in  the  fame  fountain,  which  had  hitherto  only 
fent  forth  bitter  ?  Or  will  you  fay,  that  this  bene¬ 
ficial  operation  owed  its  origin  entirely  to  Chance  ? 
But  know  you  not,  that  there  is  no  fuch  agent  as 
Chance ,  and  that  there  can  be  neither  good  nor 
evil,  in  the  city,  but  by  God's  direction,  or  per- 
miflion  ?— O  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  therefore, 
for  this  frefii  infiance  of  his  loving  kindnefs  to 
the  children  of  men.  Let  them,  efpecially,  give 
thanks,  whom  the  Lord  hath,  by  this  means,  pre- 
ferved  from  impending  death !  They  are  a  great 
company  of  our  fellow-citizens,  they  are  of  the 
higheft  and  moft  noble  families  which  our  king¬ 
doms  can  boafL 

The  falutary  effedts  of  this  heaven-born  inven¬ 
tion  efcaped  not  the  confideration.,  which  you, 
my  brethren,  are  always  ready  to  befiow  upon 
every  meafure,  which  has  a  profpedt  of  alleviating 
the  pains,  and  lefiening  the  wretchednefs,  to  which 
your  fellow-creatures  are  expofed.  And,  accord¬ 
ingly,  they  have  animated  and  encouraged  you  to 

C  2  complete 
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complete  the  plan  of  chriftian  charily,  which  you* 
had  fo  nobly  began,  and  to  exert  your  compre-* 
henlive  beneficence  in  faving  from  evil ,  as  well  as 
in  delivering  out  of  it . 

Behold  a  fecond  Hofpital  raifed  for  the  expenfe- 
lefs  reception  of  all  fuch  poor  and  needy  perfons^ 
as  are  defirous  of  delivering  themfelves,  by  Inocn ~~ 
lation ,  from  the  continual  apprehenfion,  hazard 
and  danger  of  the  fmall-pox,  and  can  be  recom¬ 
mended  to  your  careful  committee  by  your  gene¬ 
rous  benefactors.  Within  your  charitable  afylum 
they  will  feel  themfelves  happy,  in  finding  every¬ 
thing  provided  for  their  eafe,  conveniency  and 
cure,  which  art,  aided  by  long  experience,  can 
fugged:,  and  generous  humanity,  directed  by  judg¬ 
ment,  can  fupply.  Praifed,  therefore,  be  that 
merciful  Being,  who  fir  ft  gave  you  this  heart ! 
may  the  bleffings  of  thofe  multitudes,  whom  you 
have  faved  from  perifhing  by  the  fmall-pox,  come 
upon  you,  when  you  Hand  mo  ft  in  need  of  blef- 
ling,  in  the  hour  of  death  and  the  day  of  judgment  /’ 
and  may  this  whole  nation,  may  the  reft  of  Eu¬ 
rope,  may  all  the  ends  of  the  earth,  hear  and  imi¬ 
tate  the  great  example,  which  you  have  here  fet 
them,  in  encouraging  this  life-prolonging  practice  ?

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They  will  imitate  your  great  example,  whenever, 
and  wherever  good  fenfe,  found  learning,  manly 
affeCtion,  and  rational  piety,  can  rife  fuperior  to 
the  prepoifeffions  of  education,  and  to  the  prejudi¬ 
ces  of  ignorance,  falfe-tendernefs  and  fuperftition.s 

The  event,  you  fee  with  pleafure,  has  anfwered 
the  warmed  wifhes  of  your  own  benevolent  hearts, 
and  even  exceeded,  I  believe,  the  mod  fanguine  ex¬ 
pectations  of  your  country:  For  out  of  2100 
per  Jons  of  both  fexes ,  and  of  all  ages  and  confuta¬ 
tions,  who  have  been  hitherto  inoculated  in  your 
hofpital ,  at  all  feafons  of  the  year ,  only  feven ,  up¬ 
on  the  largefl  computation ,  have  died .  No  ?nore 
than  feven  have  died  out  of  2100  perfons  who 
have  been  inoculated  in  your  hofpital .6  You  have^ 
loft  in  the  proportion  of  one  only  out  of  every 
three  hundred  inoculated .  7

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Here,  then,  is  a  fad:,  which  as  it  cannot  be  de¬ 
nied,  fo  neither  can  it  be  mifunderftood,  nor  mif- 
reprefented.  It  is  a  fad,  which  fpeaks  in  an  uni- 
vcrfal  language  to  the  unlearned,  as  well  as  learn¬ 
ed.  It  is  a  fad  abundantly  confirmed  by  the  joint 
experience  and  calculations  of  the  ableft  phyfici- 
ans  and  furgeons  in  all  other  parts  of  the  kingdom,, 
It  is  a  fad,  which  puts  to  condition  and  lilence 
all  the  elaborate?  trifling  and  metaphyfical  argu¬ 
ments  of  fuch  weak,  ignorant  and  perverfe  men, 
as  either  from  the  wrong  turn  of  their  minds,  or 
from  a  mere  fpirit  of  contradidion,  are  refolded  to 
diflike  whatever  other  people  approve,  and  to  think 
differently  from  the  reft  of  mankind. 

If  it  be  here  afked,  bow  this  is  done,  and  by 
what  powerful  machinery,  and  operation  of  nature 
fuch  mighty  effeds  are  produced  from  fo  appa¬ 
rently  unequal  and  inadequate  a  caule — though  I 
might  fuggeft  the  previous  care  with  which  the  body 

is 

to  do,  if  the  obfervations  of  the  phyfician  are  juft,  that  one  of  them  died 
of  the  worms,  who  did  not  appear  to  have  them  before  inoculation,  and 
that  the  other  fell  by  the  f mall- pox  in  the  natural  way,  it  being  apprehend- 
ed  that  he  brought  the  infe&ion  with  him  into  the  houfe)  you  then  re¬ 
duce  the  proportion  of  thofe  who  have  died,  to  thofe  who  have  reco¬ 
vered,  to  one  in  every  420. — And  this  computation  feems  to  be  moll  agree¬ 
able  to  prefent  experience.  See  Bi/hop  Worceflers  fermon,  p.  20,  and 
note  from  Dr.  Langrijh.  Dr.  Kirkpatrick  in  his  analyfis  of  inoculation , 
1754,  from  confidering  and  comparing  the  various  lifts  which  had  been 
then  publilhcd,  concerning  the  fuccefs  of  inoculation,  fuppofes  the  nearelt 
proportion  of  thofe  who  die  to  thofe  who  live,  to  be  as  one  to  425. 
See  pages  1 12— 1 15, 
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is  ufually  prepared  for  the  reception  of  the  final]- 
pox  by  inoculation  ;  the  temperate  Jlate  both  of  the 
fuids  and  folids ,  when  the  diflemper  is  communi¬ 
cated  ;  the  fitnefs  of  the  feafon  of  the  year  with  re¬ 
gard  to  heat  and  cold  ;  the  choice  of  the  time  of  life , 
when  the  patient  is  moil  free  from  anxious  appre- 
henfions  of  the  event,  when  the  humours  are 
calm,  and  the  ildn  thinned; the  proper  treatment 
of  each  rifing  fymptom ; 8  the  fmall  malignancy  of  the 
matter ,  from  whence  the  diftemper  is  taken  ;  the 
method  of  communicating  the  difeafe  to  the  mufcular 
and  flefoy.  parts  of  the  body ,  and,  by  that  means  pre¬ 
venting  its  firft  fury  from  falling  upon  the  lungs, 
or  brain ;  the  eafe  given  to  the  principal  infrument 
of  refpiration  by  the  copious  difcharge  of  noxious 
matter  from  the  factitious  wounds,  and  the  ex¬ 
emption  from  the  fecond  fever 9 — I  fay,  tho’  thefe 
and  other  circumftances  might,  with  great  ftrength

out  exception,  an  effectual  fecurity  again!!  that  dangerous  fymptom,  the 
fecond  fever,  which  deilroys  fo  great  a  part  of  thofe  who  perifh  in 
the  natural  way,  2,  Under  inoculation,  there,  is  Jcarce  any  difficulty  in 
breathing,  or  complaint  upon  the  lungs f  which  diforder  produces  fo  many 
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t>f  reafoning,  be  urged  in  favour  of  inoculation  * 
yet  I  (hall  wave  them  all,  and  make  no  other  re¬ 
ply  to  the  queftion  propofed,  than  that  fuch  is 
the  will  of  God,  and  it  is  marvellous  in  our  eyes — ■ 
that  we  are  fo  conftituted  by  our  great  Creator, 
that  a  /event  b  part  (at  lead)  of  all  fuch,  as  take 
this  diftemper  in  the  ufual  way  of  infedtion,  fhall 
die  of  it,  whilft  only  a  three-hundreth  part  of  thofe 
who  receive  it  by  inoculation  fhall  perifh*  And 
can  an  enlightened  age,  which  prides  itfelf  upon 
being  fuperior  to  the  prepofleffions  of  education, 
cuftom  and  bigotry,  hefitate  a  moment,  whether 
an  invention  fo  ufeful  to  particular  communities, 
and  fo  beneficial  to  mankind  in  general,  fhall  be 
praifed,  and  encouraged  ?  whether  the  waters 
of  this  Jordan,  in  which  we  have  only  to  wafh 
and  to  be  clean,  fhall  be  preferred  to  the  ancient 
rivers  of  Abanah  and  Pharphar  ?  whether  a  prac¬ 
tice,  which,  if  univerfally  followed,  would  make 
the  human  nature  fome  amends  for  the  havock  of 
the  fword,  fhall  be  continued,  fupported,  and  ex¬ 
tended  as  wide  as  poffible  •?

bad  effe&s,  when  the  diftemper  is  received  in  the  unknown  and  acciden¬ 
tal  manner.  Dr.  Kirkpatrick' s  analyfis ,  p.  i  i  B.  Where  there  is  fuch  a 
quantity  of  puftules  by  inoculation,  which  fometimes  happens,  as  to-dif- 
pofe  to  a  fecondary  fever,  of  which  I  have  feen  a  few  inltances,  the 
rufHe  is  lighter,  and  the  duration  lefs  :  and  if  about  the  ordinary  time  of 
its  approach  the  i n cifions  difeharge  more  copioufly,  there  is  very  feldom 
a  perceptible  one,  however  liberal  the  eruption  has  been. 
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I  readily  own,  indeed,  that  no  profpedt  either  of 
greatly  leffenlng,  or  of  entirely  removing,  the  dan¬ 
gers  and  calamities  of  the  prefent  life ;  that  no 
view  either  of  private,  or  publick,  utility  fhould* 
ever  tempt  you  to  offend  the  authority ,  or  to  re/ijl 
the  will  of  that  Being ,  who  has  power  to  caft  both 
body  and  foul  into  bell.—  But,  furely,  you  cannot 
ferioufly  think,  that  you  are  offending  a  God  of 
infinite  wifdom,  goodnefs  and  mercy,  and  coun- 
terafting  the  eftablifhed  orders  of  his  providence, 
whilfl  you  are  only  making  ufe  of  a  moft  probable 
means  of  felffprefervation ,  and  co-operating,  as  it 
were,  with  himfelf  in  prolonging  that  existence 
which  you  originally  owed  to  his  bounty;  whilfl 
you  are  only  purfuing  the  ear  lief  and  moft  active  of 
thofe  inftincls ,  which  he  has  implanted  in  you  ; 
and,  by  preferring  the  leffer  to  the  greater  evil ,  obey¬ 
ing  the  dictates  of  that  reafon ,  which  he  has  ap¬ 
pointed  to  be  your  laft  refort  in  all  difficulties,  to 
be  your  fovereign  guide  in  all  things,  A  prudent 
man,  fays  Solomon,  forefeeth  the  evil,  and  hideth 
himfelf ;  but  fools  pafs  on,  and  are  punifhed. 

But  inoculation ,  you  are  told,  is  an  unnatural 
pradhce — It  is  much  eafier  to  give  it  this  harfh  ap¬ 
pellation,  than  to  prove,  that  it  really  deferves  ta 

D  be 
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be  fo  termed.  For  it  it  be  m  the  order  of  nature , 
that  you  Jhould,  one  time  or  other,  have  the  fmall- 
pox ;  tty  certainly,  is  as  much  in  the  order  and  courfe 
of  nature ,  that  the  fymptoms  of  this  terrible  diflemper 
fhould  be  all  mitigated  and  alleviated  by  inoculation 
He,  that  conftituted  the  end,  conftituted  likewife 
the  means ;  and  not  to  make  ufe  of  the  means 
leading  to  the  end,  is  not  this,  in  reality,  to  coun¬ 
teract  the  order  of  nature,  and  to  refift  the  will  of 
that  Being,  who  has  fixed  the  irrevocable  connec¬ 
tion  between  caufes  and  effeCts  ? 

It  is  certainly  no  want  of  faith ,  or  trujl  in  Godr 
to  be  afraid  of  his  terrors  ;  nor  does  inoculation  at 
all  tend  either  to  remove,  or  to  dimini fh  that 
ftrong,  rational  and  lively  dependance  upon  the 
divine  Being,  which  a  confcioufnels  of  continual 
weaknefs  and  infirmities  muff  neceftarily  imprels: 
upon  the  mind  of  every  thinking  creature.  For 
Gods(  favour  and  blefiing  is  as  requifite  to  give 
fuccefs  to  this  practice,  as  it  is  to  every  other  na¬ 
tural  means  of  reftoring  and  preferving  health  : 
and  you  are  no  more  guilty  of  an  unwarrantable 
felf-fufjiciency  and  prefumptiony  when  you  have  re- 
courfe  to  this  method  of  faving  yourfelf  from  an 
imminent  danger,  than  when  you  apply  to  the 

flrill 
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fkill  of  the  phylician  either  to  free  you  from  a  pre- 
fent  malady,  or  to  mitigate  the  fymptoms  of  a 
diftemper,  which  you  have  reafon  to  apprehend, 
to  be  coming  upon  you.  The  Lord  hath  created 
medicines,  and  he  that  is  wife  will  not  abhor  the 
ufe  of  them.  A  reliance  upon  providence,  a  well- 
grounded  faith,  and  a  devout  refignation  to  the  di¬ 
vine  will,  do  by  no  means  imply,  that  you  are  not 
to  endeavour  to  prevent  the  evils,  which  you  fore¬ 
fee,  and  which  you  have  it  in  your  power  to  guard 
againft  by  prudent  precautions. 

I  reverence  the  maxim,  as  much  as  you  can  do, 
and  recommend  it  to  your  inviolable  obfervation, 
never  to  follow  the  moft  refp  eft  able  multitude  to  do 
evil  y  never  to  do  evil,  that  good  may  co?ne  of  it— 
But  what  command  of  almighty  God ;  what  precept 
either  of  naturaly  or  revealed  religion ,  does  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  inoculation  infringe  ?  You  are  too  wife, 
and  have  too  much  courage,  I  hope,  to  fuffer  your- 

felf  to  be  milled  from  what  is  right  by  pompous 
words  without  meaning  —  You  make  ufe  of  a  phy- 
fical  means  to  prevent  the  terrible  conferences  of  an 
impendmg  phyfical  evil .  And  do  you  not  adt  in  the 
fame  manner  in  a  thoufand  other  limilar  inftances  ? 
And  does  not  every  impreffion  of  felf-prefervation, 
every  idea  of  a  good  and  merciful  God,  and  every 

D  2  fug- 
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fuggeftion  of  found  reafon,  perfuade  and  command 
you  to  adt  in  this  manner,  without  the  leaft  appre- 
henfion  of  incurring  the  guilt  of  moral  evil  ?  Sup- 
pofe  an  epidemical  and  mortal  dyfentery  raged  in 
the  place,  where  you  chanced  to  live,  and  there 
was  a  high  degree  of  probability,  that  you  could 
carry  off  the  fuel  of  the  approaching  malady  by 
a  previous  courfe  of  catharticks,  would  you  not 
think  it  your  duty  immediately  to  comply  with  the 
falutary  prefcription  ?  Or,  if  an  impending  haemor¬ 
rhage  could  be  wholly  diverted,  or  much  leflened, 
by  opening  a  vein,  would  you  make  any  more 
fcruple  of  flying  to  this  remedy  for  preventing  the 
dangerous  fymptoms,  than  you  are  now  glad  to 
procure  yourfelf  a  gentle  lit  of  the  gout,  if  by  fo 
doing  you  have  any  hopes  of  alleviating  the  accefs 
of  a  feverer  paroxyfm. 

But  a  great  deal  of  danger ,  you  tell  me,  attends 
inoculation ;  the  feeds  of  other  difempers  may  be  con¬ 
veyed  into  your  conftitution  together  with  the  vario¬ 
lous  matter ,  and  you  may ,  perhaps ,  die  under  the 
operation  ;  how  then  can  fo  hazardous  a  pradlice 
be  reconciled  with  the  duty,  which  you  owe  to 
yourfelf,  and  to  your  family  ?

Hospitals  recommended \  2 1 

That  a  great  deal  of  danger  does  not  attend  the 
practice  of  inoculation,  the  regifters  of  the  ho- 
fpital  are  an  undeniable  evidence.  Thus  may  this 
mod:  interefting  cafe  be  fairly  ftated  to  you — if  you 
fuffer  the  fmall-pox  to  feize  you  in  the  ulual  way 
of  infection,  it  is  no  more  than  feven  to  one,  that 
you  do  not  fall  a  wretched  facrifice  to  its  viru¬ 
lence. — If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  fmall-pox  be 
given  to  you  by  inoculation,  it  is  at  lead:  three 
hundred  to  one  that  you  efcape  with  your  life. — 
Till  you  can  contradict  the  fafts  upon  which  thefe 
calculations  and  proportions  are  founded  and  efta- 
blifhed,  you  can  be  at  no  lofs,  I  am  fure,  to  de¬ 
termine  on  which  fide  your  duty  to  yourfelf,  and 
to  your  family,  if  you  have  any,  obliges  you  to 
incline, 

Whether,  indeed,  it  be  pcjjible  in  the  nature  of 
things  for  the  variolous  matter  to  convey  any  other 
diflemper  befides  the  fmall-pox  to  the  inoculated 
perfon,  I  fhall  not  take  upon  me  abfolutely  to 
decide.  They  wdio  maintain,  that  every  chroni¬ 
cal,  and  every  infectious  diftemper,  has  its  fpeci- 
fick  feed,  and  peculiar  manner  of  propagation,, 
as  it  undoubtedly  has  its  effentially-  didin Ctive 
fymptoms,  will  no  more  think  it  pofiible,  that  the 

feeds 
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feeds  of  the  fmall-pox  fhould  produce  the  phrenfy, 
or  the  fcurvy,  or  the  mealies,  or  the  plague,  than 
that  the  fame  vegetable  feed  fhould  produce  two 
iorts  of  plants  effentially  differing  from  each  other. 


Thus  much,  however,  is  certain,  that  no  fuch 
ahene  diftemper  has  ever  yet  been  proved  to  have 
been  cormnunicated  with  the  matter  of  the  fmall- 
pox.  On  the  contrary,  feveral  cafes  have  been 
publifhed  to  the  world,  from  which  it  appears,  that 
inoculated  patients  have  fuffered  no  additional  in¬ 
convenience  either  during  the  prog  refs'  of  the  di¬ 
ftemper,  or  ever  afterwards,  tho’  the  matter,  with 
which  they  were  inoculated  had  been,  accidentally, 
taken  from  perfons  aifedted  with  fcrophulous  and 
fcorbutick  maladies,  and  even  with  maladies  in 
their  nature,  and,  in  their  own  manner,  infecti¬ 
ous.1

1  In  a  pamphlet,  called  the  grand  oljcfiions  to  inoculation  considered , 
44  five  cafes  are  mentioned,  wherein  it  was  fully  known  afterwards,  that 
4f  the  fick  of  the  fmall-pox,  from  whom  matter  was  taken  for  ino- 
44  culation,  were  actually  affeCted  with  fcrophulous,  fcorbutick  and  other 
“  chronical  difeafes  ;  and  no  ill  effect  has  happened  from  them  to  the 
44  inoculated,  tho’  it  is  from  one  to  five  or  fix  years,  fince  the  fmall-pox 
44  was  communicated,” 

Not  having  feen  the  pamphlet  here  alluded  to,  I  mull;  refer  for  my  au¬ 
thority  to  a  letter  from  a  phyfcian  in  town  to  a  friend  in  the  country ,  pub- 
lifhed  1756.  Dr.  Kirkpatricks  andlyfis ,  p.  137.  44  For  my  own  part  I  can, 
with  great  truth,  aver,  that  an  experience  of  full  fifteen  years  on  this  fub- 
jeft,  and  the  utmoft  reflection  in  my  power,  have  convinced  me,  that 

the 
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If  boils,  external  fwellings  and  internal  languors, 
are  feme  times  found  to  follow  the  artificial  fmall- 
pox  5  the  experience  of  the  Learned  will  tell  us, 
that  thefe  terrible  confequences  are  much  more 
frequent,  much  more  fevere,  and  much  harder  to 
he  removed,  where  the  diftemper  has  been  recei¬ 
ved  in  the  ordinary  way.  In  this  material  refpeft 
there  certainly  can  be  no  difference  between  the 
two  manners  of  reception,  but  what  is  entirely  to, 
the  advantage  of  the  former. 

But,  after  all,  if  you  cannot  be  perfeaded,  but 
that  it  may  he  pofjible  for  the  latent  feeds  of  other 
diftempers,  fo  to  adhere  to  the  variolous  infection,, 
as  to  be  able  to  convey  themfelves  into  your  blood 

together 

the  infeflious  matter  ufed  in  inoculation,  never  did,  nor  can  impart  any 
difeafe,  but  the  fpecifck  one  that  produced  it.  In  an  account  of  the  pre¬ 
paration  and  management  necejjary  to  inoculation ,  by  Mr.  James  Burges ,  print¬ 
ed  1754.  This  gentleman,  p.  5  .  (in  anfwer  to  the  objection,  that  with  the 
matter  of  the  fmall-pox  other  diftempers  may  be  inftnuated)  tells  us,  that 
he  knew  of  no  inftance  in  fo  many  years,  as  this  pra&ice  has  fubfifted, 
where  fuch  accident  has  happened  ;  therefore,  I  think,  it  may  be  pre¬ 
fumed  no  fuch  thing  can  happen,  but  that  the  matter  of  the  fmall-pox  is 
a  poifon  fui  generis,  and  can  admit  of  no  other  mixture.  I  know  of 
one  inftance,  where  the  matter  was  taken  ignorantly  by  the  furgeon  from 
a  young  woman,  who  coming  up  to  St. Thomas’s  Hofpital  to  be  falivated 
for  the  venereal  diftemper,  fell  ill  of  the  fmall-pox.  Three  patients  were 
inoculated  from  this  matter,  and  had  the  fmall-pox  in  the  moft  favoura¬ 
ble  manner,  nothing  particular  happened  about  the  wounds.  They  all 
grew  up  healthy ;  two  of  them  are  now  alive,  the  third  died  of  a  violent 
fever  at  fea  many  years  ago.” 
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together  with  it  :  is  not  this  an  additional,  is  it 
not  an  unanswerable  argument,  in  favour  of  a 
practice,  which  leaves  little  to  the  malignant  in- 
lluence  of  chance  ;  which,  from  the  beft  confti- 
tution  it  can  find,  feledts  the  mo  ft  benign  Species 
of  fmall-pox  when  its  virulence  is  in  decline, 
and  communicates  it  to  thofe  parts  of  the  healthy 
body,  where  its  diluted  venom  can  be  leaft  preju- 


But  your  confcience ,  you  fay,  will  not  permit  you 
to  be  inoculated ,  left  you  fhould  become  acceftary  to 
yonr  own  death.  But  is  it  really  confcience,  or  are 
they  the  didlates  of  an  unmanly  fear,  which  fug- 
geft  this  objection  to  you  ?  would  your  confci¬ 
ence  trouble  you,  were  you  to  be  thrown  from 
your  horfe,  as  you  were  riding  out  to  take  the 
air  for  your  health,  and  your  life  endangered  there¬ 
by  ?  would  your  confcience  trouble  you,  if,  in  or¬ 
der  to  prevent  an  apprehended  malady,  your  Sur¬ 
geon  touched  a  tendon  in  bleeding  you  ?  or  does 
your  confcience  trouble  you,  whilft  you  are  incur¬ 
ring  the  continual  hazards  of  a  fea-voyage,  and  the 
dangers  of  a  foreign  climate  for  the  fake  of  your 
pleafure,  for  the  improvement  of  your  understand¬ 
ing,  for  the  increafe  of  your  gain,  or  for  the  pre¬ 
servation 
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fervation  of  your  conftitution  ?  In  thefe,  and  other 
fimilar  inftances,  which  are  every  hour  occurring 
in  life,  you  judge  the  beft  you  can  for  yourfelf, 
and  for  your  friends,  whom  either  nature,  or 
choice  has  put  under  your  diredtion ;  you  follow 
that  plan  of  conduit  which,  your  own  improved 
underftanding  and  the  advice  of  the  fkilful  tell  you, 
bids  faireft  for  the  fafety  of  your  perfon,  and  the 
fuccefs  of  your  undertakings  ;  and  then  you,  ufu- 
ally  and  wifely,  leave  the  event  to  the  will  of  the 
Almighty,  who  difpofes  all  things,  as  he  fees  to 
be  moft  fitting  and  convenient  for  the  good  of  the 
whole.  Man  is  a  weak,  narrow-fighted,  depen¬ 
dant  and  fallible  creature ;  he  was  made  to  be 
governed  by  probabilities  ;  and  whilft  he  is  go¬ 
verned  by  the  greater  probability,  as  far  as  fuch 
probability  upon  mature  and  impartial  deliberation 
appears  to  his  beft  underftanding,  he  need  be  un¬ 
der  no  apprehenfion  of  incurring  the  difpleafure  of 
that  Being,  who  has  made  him  what  he  is. 

Let,  then,  the  fuperjlitious  Mahominedan ,  who 
believes  the  minuteft  events  of  his  life,  and  the 
moment  of  his  death,  to  be  irrevocably  written  in 
the  book  of  fate,  and  that  nothing  can  reverie 
(whit  he  is  pleafed  to  call)  the  counfel  of  God, 

E  .  neglect 
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negledt  attending  to  fecond  caufes,  and  forbear  the 
ufe  both  of  preventive  and  curative  means  3  let 
him  yield  up  himfelf,  his  family  and  his  friends, 
an  eafy  prey  to  the  envenomed  fword  of  the  fmall- 
pox,  the  peftilence,  and  every  other  diftem- 
per,  which  ftands  ready  to  ftrike  once,  and  to 
ftrike  no  more  3  let  him  flop  his  ears  to  the  loud 
calls  of  infHnd  and  reafon,  and  fhut  his  eyes  to 
every  beam  of  light,  but  what  the  faint  glimmer 
of  his  Koran  affords  him. — But  be  not  you  like 
to  him.  You  well  know,  that  man  was  created  a 
free  agent  3  that  he  can  forefee  the  end,  and  pur- 
fue  the  propereif  means  tending  to  that  end  3  that 
he  can  chufe  the  good  and  refufe  the  evil  3  and 
that  a  pen  is  put  into  his  hand  from  the  Almighty, 
wherewith  to  write  his  own  fate. — You,  therefore, 
will  attend  diligently  to  the  connexion,  which 
nature  has  eftablifhed  between  effeds  and  their 
caufes  3  you  will  honour  a  phyfician  with  the  ho¬ 
nour  due  unto  him  3  you  will  look  upon  difeafes  and 
their  remedies,  as  equally  coming  from  God  3  and 
you  will  efteem  your  life,  as  the  firft  of  thofe  ta¬ 
lents  entrufted  to  your  charge  by  your  great  Crea¬ 
tor,  and  conclude,  that  not  to  preferve  it  from  a 
great  and  imminent  danger,  when  it  is  in  your 
power,  is,  in  fad,  but  little  better  than  ablblutely 
throwing  it  away.

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The  man,  indeed,  whofe  lot  is  fallen  into  an 
heritage  far  remote  from  the  variolous  infection,  if 
that  can  be ;  the  man,  whofe  whole  occupation  is 
to  hold  the  plow,  to  goad  the  labouring  ox,  and 
to  difcharge  the  ruftick  offices  of  his  village,  may 
fay,  with  an  appearance,  at  leaft,  of  prudence,  that 

~t ■ 

be  will  not  ufurp  the  facred  prerogative  of  heaven  ; 
that  he  will  not  voluntarily  bring  upon  himfelf  a 
dangerous  dijlemper9  which ,  in  the  common  order  of 
thingSy  it  is  probable  he  may  never  have. — But  what 
has  this  plea  to  do  with  perfons,  whofe  fate  has 
thrown  them  into  populous  towns  and  thronged 
cities,  which  are  never  entirely  free  from  the  con¬ 
tagion  of  this  dreadful  malady?  with  perfons  de¬ 
fined  to  fill  the  active  lcenes  of  life  ?  What  has 
this  plea  to  do  with  the  ftatefman,  the  fenator,  the 
lawyer,  the  phyfician,  the  divine,  the  foldier  and 
the  failor  ?  Can  fuch  without  prefumption  dare  to 
hope,  each  man  for  himfelf,  that  he  fhall  be  one , 
of  the  four ,  or  fve  perfons  out  of  a  hundredy  who 
may  poffibly  never  have  the  fmall-pox?3  Or,  can 
fuch  without  trembling  exped,  each  man  for  him¬ 
felf,  that  he  fhall  be  one  of  the  fx  out  of  every  feven9 
who  may  efcape  its  fury,  after  it  has  once  feized  him  ?

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But  here  I  fee  the  flruggles  of  the  tender  and 
affectionate  parent . —  I  feel  your  pains,  and  fin- 
cerely  fympathize  with  you  in  your  anxious  di- 
ftrefs.  How  fhall  you  aft  ?  Tour  child,  as  dear  to 
you  as  your  life,  your  prefent  comfort  and  the  fu¬ 
ture  hope  of  your  family,  is  too  young  to  choofe  for 
himfelf, \  Should  he  fail  under  the  operation,  which 

both  your  judgment  and  your  inclination  are  per- 
fuading  you  to  have  performed  upon  him,  the  bur¬ 
then  of  your  mifery  would  be  intolerable ,  you  jhoidd 
be  never  able  to  forgive  yourfelf 

And  fhould  your  beloved  child  die  of  the  fmall- 
pox  taken  in  the  natural  way,  when  the  chance 

of  his  efcaping  the  mortality  of  this  malignant  di- 
ftemper  had  been  fo  much  greater  (had  been,  at 
leaft,  as  300,  inftead  of  feven,  to  one)  had  your 
courage  permitted  you  to  have  tried  inoculation, 
will  your  load  of  wretchednefs  be  lefs  grievous,  or 
the  pangs  of  your  felf- condemnation  lefs  cutting, 
and  lefs  lafting  ?  In  either  cafe  it  would  be  your 
indifpenfible  duty  humbly  to  acquiefce  in  the  judg¬ 
ments  of  God :  only  in  the  latter,  you  would  feel 
a  ray  of  confolation  kindly  darting  through  the 
furrounding  darknefs,  illuminating  your  gloomy 
fpirits,  and  admonifhing  you,  that  you  had  done 

your 
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your  duty,  and  ought  to  be  contented ;  that  you 
had  done  the  duty  of  an  affectionate  parent  in  hav¬ 
ing  had  recourfe  to  that  beft  method  to  fave  your 
child,  which  nature  prompted  you  to  take,  which 
religion  permitted,  and  which  reafon  and  experi- 
ence  advifed  and  commanded. 

Sooner,  or  later,  your  child  mu  ft  attempt  to 
pafs  the  rapid  torrent  which  you  fee  before  you  ; 
ftiall  you  then  make  ufe  of  the  opportunity  of  that 
friendly  boat,  which  fo  providentially  offers  itfelf 
to  convey  him  fafely  to  the  oppofite  ftiore—  or 
ftiall  you  leave  him  to  his  own  unequal  ftrength,  to 
ftruggle  with  the  accidents  of  weather,  and  the 
violence  of  the  waves  ?  Can  a  parents  heart  heft- 
tate  a  moment  which  of  the  alternatives  to  chufe  ?4 

Nor  muft  you  think,  that  you  exceed  the  juft 
limits  of  parental  authority ,  if,  with  an  upright 
confcience,  you  aft  by  your  child,  as  you  would 
have  wiftied  your  child  ftiould  have  afted  by  you, 
had  you  been  in  his  place,  and  he  in  yours.5  Only

determination  in  this  important  matter,  and  then, 
with  refignation,  truft  the  event  to  the  wifdom  and 
goodnefs  of  that  Being,  who  gave  you  your  child, 
and  who  alone  knows  what  is  bed;  for  him  upon 
the  whole,  whether  life  or  death* 

But  in  whatever  light  the  practice  of  inocula¬ 
tion  may  appear  either  to  the  judgment,  or  to 
the  fears  of  individuals,  it  certainly  is  ?iot  a 
matter  of  indifference  to  the  publick— it  cannot  be 
a  matter  of  indifference  to  the  publick,  whofe  or¬ 
nament,  profperity,  and  fafety  confift  in  the  in- 
creating  multitude  of  its  people,  in  the  health, 
firength  and  vigour  of  its  induftrious  labourers, 
feamen  and  foldiers,  whether  four  only ,  or  a  hun¬ 
dred  and  feventy  p erf ons,  fhall  die  out  of  every  twelve 
hundred  who  may  have  the  fmall-pox  /- — And,  that 
we  may  now  turn  our  eyes  to  the  other  objedl  of 
your  confideration  and  benevolence,  as  little  can 
it  be  regarded  as  a  matter  of  indifference  to  the 
publick,  whether  a  houfe  of  mercy  fhall  be  fupported 
for  the  reception  and  cure  of  thofe  poor  wretches, 
who  are  denied  admittance  into  other  hofpitals  on 
account  of  this  cruel  diflemper ;  or  whether  they 

jfhall 

difficulties,  all  voluntary  methods  of  communicating  the  diftemper  to  your 
children  mull  be  of  the  fame  nature. 
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fliall  be  left  to  their  wretched  fate  without  food, 
without  medicine,  and  almoft  without  a  chance 
for  their  recovery  ?  whether  the  malignant  conta¬ 
gion  fhall  be  collected  and  confined,  as  much  as 
poffible,  to  one  fpot,  as  it  were  in  a  peft-houfe, 
or  left  to  diffufe  its  fatal  venom  through  every 
corner  of  the  metropolis  ? 6 

Go  on,  then,  my  brethren,  with  your  wonted 
courage,  zeal,  perfeverance  and  integrity,  and  may 
this  double  labour  of  love  continue  to  profper  in 
your  compaffionate  hands.  Your  Ip  ring,  you  fee, 
is  already  become  a  brook ;  it  is  enlarging  into  a 
river ;  it  might  become  an  ocean  would  the  legijlaturey 
ever  attentive  to  the  effential  interejls  of  their  coun¬ 
try  >  add  their  larger  bounty  to  your  limited  bene¬ 
volence  ;  would  the  legiflature  enable  you  to  fup- 
port  the  expence  of  throwing  open  your  friendly 
doors  to  all  who  fhall  offer  themfelves  for  inocula¬ 
tion. — 

6  Preface  to  the  bifnop  of  Worcefers  fermon,  p.  4.  It  having  been  made 
an  obje&ion  to  thefe  hofpitals,  that  they  tend  to  fpread  the  fmall-pox,  in 
order  to  obviate  this  reproach,  and  to  take  away  all  poffible  room  for  fo 
difcouraging  a  fufpicion,  it  may  not  be  improper  to  take  notice,  that  it 
is  amongft  the  Handing  regulations  of  both  houfes,  That  proper  dreffies 
be  provided  for  their  refpeftive  patients  during  their  continuance  in  the 
hofpitals,  and  that  their  own  cloaths  (kept  feparate,  and  carefully  fumed 
with  burning  brimftone,  according  to  a  method  prefcribed  by  the  good 
Dr,  Hales)  be  delivered  to  them,  in  a  room  detached  from  the  hofpital, 
when  they  leave  it. 
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tion. — But  thefe  are  thy  fruits ,  parent  of  focial  com * 
forts,  bleffed  peace  ! 

In  the  mean  while,  to  the  generous  munifi* 
cence  of  private  patrons  and  benefactors,  we  com¬ 
mit,  and  heartily  recommend,  the  guardian  {hip  and 
protection  of  thefe  extenfively-ufeful  hofpitals.  By 
private  contributions  were  they,  at  firft,  ereCted  j 
by  private  contributions  have  they  hitherto  been 
pioufly  maintained ;  and  by  the  fame  means,  I  truft, 
will  they  ftill  continue  to  be  fupported,  till  princes 
themfehes  Jhall  become  their  nurfng  fathers , 

Large  indeed  are  the  expences  neceffary  to  carry 
fo  comprehenfive  a  plan  of  humanity  into  com¬ 
plete  execution ;  but  large  in  proportion  is  the 
fpirit  of  charity ,  which  has  diffufed  itfelf  through 
every  rank  and  order  of  men  amongft  us,  through 
the  whole  nation,  confcious  of  its  prefent  happi- 
nefs  under  the  beft  of  governments,  and  entirely 
perfuaded,  that  to  do  good  and  communicate  are  the 
mojl  pleafng  facrifices ,  which  grateful  fouls  can  offer 
to  a  God  of  infinite  mercy  and  goodnefs . 

May,  then,  a  full  portion  of  this  blefied  fpirit 
fall  within  thefe  facred  walls,  and  from  thence 

dififufe 
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diffufe  its  influence  over  our  princes ,  our  lawgivers, 
and  our  nobles .  May  it  defcend  upon  the  rich  and 
great,  animating  them  to  give  plenteoufly^/  of  their 
abundance,  to  the  fupport  of  an  inflitution,  in  which 
the  happinefs  of  their  fellow  creatures,  and  the  real 
intereft  of  their  country  are  molt  effentially  con¬ 
cerned  !  May  it  penetrate  the  hearts  of  thofe  of 
more  moderate  circumftances,  encouraging  them 
to  do  their  diligence  gladly  to  diftribute  out  of  the 
fmaller  ftores,  with  which  it  has  pleafed  the  Al¬ 
mighty  to  blefs  their  induftry. 

In  a  word,  as  you  have  received  the  gift,  my 
brethren,  even  fo  minifter  the  fame,  as  faithful  Jle- 
wards  of  the  manifold  favours  of  God.  From  you, 
to  whom  much  of  this  worlds  good  has  been 
given,  much  may  reafonably  be  expeCted ;  as  from 
you,  to  whom  little  has  been  given,  little  will  be 
required.  Something,  however,  may  juftly  be  ex¬ 
pected  from  all,  whofe  eafy  fituation  in  life  has 
rendered  them,  and  their  families,  fuperior  to  the 
apprehenfions  of  poverty  :  and,  where  a  great  deal 
is  wanting,  every  little  will  be  thankfully  accepted. 
The  obvious  rule  in  this  cafe  is,  yield  chearfully  to 
the  dictates  of  your  lbftened  hearts,  and  be  mer¬ 
ciful  after  your  power. —  So  fhali  you  gather  to 
yourfelves  a  good  reward  in  the  day  of  neceffity  ; 
lb  fhali  you  anticipate  the  happinefs  of  angels,  and

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prepare  your  fouls  for  the  reception  of  that  final 
doom  of  the  Son  of  Man,  when  he  fhall  call  you 
from  amidft  the  bright nefs  of  his  glory,  to  enjoy 
the  eternal  kingdom,  prepared  for  you  from  the 
beginning  of  the  world.

Rife,  Progrefsy  and  State  of  the  HOSPITAL* 
for  relieving  poor  People  afilidled  with  the 
Small-Pox,  and  for  Inoculation  : 

From  its  Firft  Institution  (26  September  1746) 

to  24  March  1760. 

&»*"||w«&HIS  HOSPITAL  was  infiituted  in  the  Year  1746,  Rife. 
'  Si  ’  fupported  by  a  Subfcription  then  made  by  feveral  No¬ 
blemen,  Ladies,  and  Gentlemen,  who  were  defirous 
that  a  Charity  ufeful  in  itfelf,  and  To  beneficial  to  the 
Public,  might  be  begun  near  this  Great  Metropolis,  there  not  be¬ 
ing  any  Hospital  of  this  Kind  in  Europe. 

The  Relief  of  the  Neceffitous  under  that  fevere,  naufeous, 
and  frequent  Diflemper,  The  SMALL-POX,  is  a  Work  of 
Charity  fo  evidently  attended  with  many  beneficial  Circumflances, 
as  well  to  the  Public  as  to  the  unhappy  ObjeCls,  that  it  is  in  reality 
not  a  little  firange,  that  the  eftablifhing  a  Fund  for  fuch  a  Charity 
{lion Id  be  a  Defign  of  no  longer  (landing* 

It  is  univerfally  agreed,  that  amongft  all  Difiempers*  to  which 
Providence  has  made  the  Human  Body  liable,  there  is  none  fo  af¬ 
flicting,  fo  alarming,  or  which  demands  fuch  careful,  fpeedy,  and 
continual  Affiftance,  as  the  SMALL-POX;  to  which  the  in¬ 
ferior  Sort  of  People  are  at  leaft  equally  liable  with  thofe  in  a  higher 
Sphere  of  Life,  though  utterly  unable  to  fupport  themfelves  under 
fo  dreadful  a  Malady,  or  to  procure  the  necelFary  Means  for  their 
Recovery. 

As  this  Difeafe  is  fo  frightful,  even  in  its  firft  Appearance,  and 
at  the  fame  time  contagious,  and  almoft  inevitable,  Families  of  all 
Degrees  are  thrown  into  the  utmoft  Confufion,  when  it  invades 
any  Perfon  amongfi  them,  let  his  or  her  Station  be  what  it  will. 

To  keep  a  Servant  in  fuch  a  Condition  is,  generally  fpeaking/  ex¬ 
ceedingly  inconvenient :  To  thruft  them  out  of  Doors  under  fuch 
Circumfiances,  always  inhuman,  commonly  fatal.  How  agree¬ 
able  therefore,  mufi  the  Information  prove  to  all  confiderate  and 

F  2  charitable 
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charitable  Perfons,  that  for  removing  of  thefe  Difficulties,  for  fe- 
curing  private  Families,  and  for  the  Prefervation  of  the  wretched  In¬ 
dividuals,  labouring  under  this  Difeafe,  there  is  already  effabiifhed. 

An  HOSPITAL  for  the  Small-Pox, 

where  Perfons  of  both  Sexes,  and  of  all  Ages,  may  be  carefully’ 
provided  for,  both  as  to  Phyfic  and  Diet,  and  properly  attended 
i*n  that  calamitous  Condition  ;  and  this  at  a  very  eafy  Expence  to 
the  Governors,  who  by  their  charitable  Contributions  fupport  the 
Fund  for  fo  glorious,  and  fo  compaflionate  an  Undertaking,  which, 
only  to  mention,  is  to  recommend.  A  needlefs  Pomp  of  Words 
would  rather  obfcure,  than  iiluffrate  this  Defign  ;  the  Utility  and 
Humanity  of  winch,  all,  who  have  the  fmalleft  Attention  or  Ten- 
dernefs,  cannot  fail  to  comprehend. 

As  what  has  been  faid  fufficiently  {hews,  how7  well-adapted  a 
Charity  this  is,  in  refpect  to  fuch  as  are  afflicted  with  this  Difeafe 
in  the  Natural  Way  ;  fo  the  other  Part  of  the  Scheme,  which  has 
a  Tendency  to  preferve  our  Species  from  the  Ravages  of  this  in¬ 
fectious  Malady,  bv  rendering  it  lefs  malignant  and  lefs  deftructive, 
in  the  Way  of  Inoculation,  deferves  likewife  public  Appro¬ 
bation  and  effectual  Encouragement. 

The  Objections  that  have  been  made  againft  this  Practice,  are 
founded  rather  in  an  Averfion  to  Novelty*  however  ufeful,  tharr 
in  an  Adherence  to  Reafon  and  Experience.  The  ffrange  Impu¬ 
tation  that  a  well-eftablifhed  Method  of  preferving  many  Lives,  is 
an  Attempt  upon  the  Prerogative  of  the  Almighty,  will  make  no 
Impreffion  upon  any,  who  confider  that  the  fame  Thing  may  be 
urged  againft  exhibiting  Medicines  at  all,  either  fanative  or  preven¬ 
tive,  and  the  extraordinary  Methods  that  are  often  neceffary  to  be 
made  ufe  of,  to  ftop  the  Progrefs  of  any  particular  Difeafe. 

The  Benefits  of  Inoculation  appear  every  Year,  by  frefti' 
Trials,  greater  and  more  certain.  This  dreadful,  this  deftructive 
Diftemper  is  thereby  rendered  mild  and  manageable,,  and  becomes, 
rather  a  Purgation  of  the  Body  from  the  latent  Seeds  of  an  ex¬ 
pected  Difeafe,  than  creating  a  Difeafe  itfelf.  It  delivers  People 
from  thofe  Apprehenfions,  with  which,  till  they  have  had  the 
SMALL-POX,  they  are  always  haunted.  It  frees  them  from 
the  Objections,  that  are  continually  made  to  their  being  received 
into  any  Family,  while  they  remain  expofed  to  that  Difeafe  in  the 
Natural  Way.  It  gives  them  Courage  to  enter  into  the  Service  of 
their  Country,  either  by  Land  or  Sea  ;  and  protects  them,  while  in 
that  Service,  from  the  Rifque  of  being  carried  off,  for  want  of 
thofe  Accommodations,  which  Camps  and  Ships  rarely  fupply.. 

To 
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To  all  thefe,  if  we  add  the  general  and  great  Consideration  of 
preferving  fo  many  Lives,  which  may  evidently  arife  from  thefe 
different  Ways  of  having  the  Difeafe,  (for  upon  a  general  Calcu¬ 
lation,  25  or  30  die  out  of  150  Patients,  having  the  Diflemper  in 
the  Natural  Way,  and  one  only  out  of  this  Number,  when  Ino¬ 
culated,)  it  will  appear,  that  this  is  a  Thing  of  very  high  Im¬ 
portance  ;  and  that  it  is  not  eafy  to  name  an  Undertaking  more 
laudable  in  itfelf,  or  more  beneficial  in  its  Confequences,  than  the 
making  a  Provilion,  that  thofe,  who  really  ftand  in  the  greateft: 

Need  of  this  Prefervative,  and  yet  from  their  low,  though  ufefui 
Stations  in  Life,  are  precluded  from  it,  fhould  be  refcued  from  a 
Condition,  equally  injurious  to  them  and  to  Society. 

But  as  the  World  will  he  often  divided  in  Sentiments  in  Mat¬ 
ters  of  fuch  a  Nature  3  fo,  by  the  Conftitution  of  this  Charity,  due 
Care  is  taken,  that  the  Intentions  of  fuch  well-difpofed  Per  Tons, 
as  (hall  contribute  to  any  Branch  of  it,  (ball  be  punctually  anfwer’d. 

For  they  may  direct  their  Benefactions  to  be  befiowed  upon  fuch 
Perfons  only,  as  are  infected  with  the  Natural  SMALL-POX; 
or,  if  they  judge  the  promoting  Inoculation  the  more  benefi¬ 
cial,  they  may  confine  their  Gifts  thereto  ;  or,  if  given  without 
any  Diftinction,  it  will  be  applied  to  the  general  Fund,  both  for 
Natural  SM  ALL-POX  and  for  Inoculation. 

To  thefe  Confiderations,  it  is  proper  to  add  one  Circumfiancc, 
which,  duly  confidered,  cannot  but  have  great  Weight  with  all, 
who  have  any  Feeling  for  their  Fellow-Creatures  in  Diftrefs  3 
which  is,  that  it  is  an  HOSPITAL,  in  Aid  of  all  other  Hofpi* 
tals,  being  calculated,  by  its  very  Conftitution,  to  receive  thofe 
miferable  Creatures,  whom  the  Rules  of  all  other  Charities  ex- 
prefsly  and  prudentially  exclude. 

As  this  ufefui  and  neceffary  Charity  loudly  calls  for  further 
Affiftance,  may  it  not  be  juftly  hoped,  that  many  pious  and  com- 
paftionate  Hands  will  bountifully  contribute  to  the  Support,  Conti¬ 
nuance,  and  Enlargement  of  a  Deftgn,  which  Reafon,  good  Po¬ 
licy,  Humanity,  and  Religion  fo  powerfully  recommend  ? 

This  HOSPITAL  confifts  of  two  Houles,  at  a  due  Diftance  General 
from  each  other,  in  airy  Situations.  Plan . 

That  for  preparing  the  Patients  for  Inoculation  is  in  the  Situation* 
Lower-Jireet ,  IJlington  ;  and  is  capable  of  receiving  Fifty  at  a  Time  ; 

And  that  for  receiving  them,  when  the  Difeafe  appears,  an  1  for 
the  Reception  of  Patients  in  the  Natural  Way,  is  in  Cold  Bath* 
fiddsy  containing  one  Hundred  and  Thirty -two  Beds  for  Patients.

There  are  a  Secretary,  two  Apothecaries,  a  Meffenger,  Ma¬ 
trons,  proper  Nurfes,  c 5c. — No  Fee ,  Reward ,  or  Gratuity ,  to  be 
taken  from  any  Patients ,  Tradefmen ,  or  other  Perfons ,  on  account 
of  the  HOSPITAL ,  Pain  of  Expulfon. 

Governors  Tlnrty  Guineas  conffitutes  a  Governor  for  Life  ;  Five  Guineas 
Chcalifica- per  Annum ,  a  Governor  during  fuch  Subfcription,  or  after  two  fuch 
tion.  annual  Subfcriptions  any  Perfon,  by  paying  not  lefs  than  Twenty 
Guineas ,  on  or  before  the  14th  of  October^  1762,  becomes  a  Gover¬ 
nor  for  Life.  Smaller  Benefadlions  are  accepted  with  Gratitude. 

Privilege.  Every  Governor  has  a  Vote  at  all  General  Courts  and  Com¬ 
mittees,  and  is  entitled  to  have  one  Patient  in  each  Houfe  at  a 
Time.

Patients  for  Inoculation  are  received  about  eight  times  ln°culat- 
in  the  Year,  of  which  timely  Notice  is  given  in  the  Public  Ad-^  *a~ 
VERTisER,  Men  and  Boys  at  one  time,  and  Women  and  Girls  at tients> 
another,  alternately  ;  and  the  Governors  are  defired  to  be  careful 
in  recommending  none  but  thofe  who  are  really  Poor,  as  a  want 
of  that  care  will  be  an  Injury  to  proper  Objedls.  Governors  are 
defired  to  fend  their  Recommendations  as  foon  as  figncd  to  the 
Apothecary  at  the  Houfe  of  Preparation,  in  Ijlmgton ,  which  will 
be  by  him  immediately  enter’d  on  the  Books,  and  when  the  Turn 
of  fuch  Perfon,  fo  recommended,  comes  for  Admittance,  a  Let™ 
ter  will  be  fent  for  his  or  her  Attendance,  which,  if  punctually 
cbferved,  they  will  be  admitted. 


If  any  Perfons  omit  to  attend  according  to  their  Turn  on  the 
Admiffion-days,  they  will  be  excluded,  and  cannot  have  the  Be¬ 
nefit  of  this  Charity,  without  firft:  obtaining  a  new  Recommenda¬ 
tion. 

There  is  no  Charge  attending  the  Admiftion  of  Patients  for
